Things have come to that 
pass now, where there is scarcely a night 
passes without some house or store being 
entered and robbed; and the difficulty in- 
stead of being checked at all, is constantly 
on the increase. The police force cannot 
watch all .parts of the city, and tbe only 
way to check this growing evil is for ev- 
ery man to guard carefully his own castle, 
and spot every suspicious looking charac 
tcrhe may see lurking about his premises. 
In Ibis gang of marauders there! are wo- 
men as well as men, and in some cases 
servant girls may be in the ring; and
